Became an outstanding goalkeeper who 
played 15 times for NSW before winning selection in the Australian team against South 
Africa in the 1947 series. He was also the keeper in the national team which toured South 
Africa and Rhodesia in 1950 and in the first two matches against England in 1951. Played 
nine A class internationals.

The South Australian British Football Association was 
founded in October 1902 when a group of enthusiasts, 
mainly British migrants, decided they wanted to have some 
form of regular organised games. 


It is know that soccer was being played in South Australia 
in the early 1890's but there wasn’t an officially organised 
competition. i 

The inaugural meeting was held in a tailor’s shop in Gawler 
Place, Adelaide, owned by Frank Storr. Representatives at 
the meeting that night elected Tom Holford as the first 
chairman and Storr as secretary. ; 


The first league in 1903 consisted of three teams - North 
Adelaide, South Adelaide and Woodville, with North 


Adelaide emerging as the champion. 


In 1907, the Federation Cup commenced when it was then 
knows as the Webb-Harris Cup, with the Cambridge club 
as the first winner.

The first overseas opponent was a Chinese side in 1923 to 
whom South Australia lost-6-2. 


There has been many highs and lows over the y ears with 
two of the lows occuring in 1927/28 when independent 
groups briefly broke away from the recognised body and 
again in 1961 when the two separate leagues were played 
during the year. 


Included in the hghs were 1981 and 1993 when South 
Australia was one of the hosts in the World Under 20 
championship finals and the revamp of Hindmarsh Stadium 
for the 2000 Olympic Games. 


Organised amateur soccer started in 1965 with Freddie 


Pine as the first president and women’s soccer got goign in 
1978 with Bob Bush as the first president. 


While South Australia is celebrating 100 years of organ- 
ised soccer, two clubs have also fared will with Pirates now 
in their 99th year and Adelaide Raiders their 50th year.
